SENATOR WHITE'S RESOLUTION 


President Dole Is Received With 


Due Official Ceremony By 


, 
Pres. MoKlnley. 


WASHINGTON, 
February 
3. — 


Friends of the Hawaiian treaty are 
more confident as the debate on the 
treaty progresses, and, there are no 
declarations of opposition from the 
doubtful list. The poll of the Senate 
made by the Evening Star puts its 
conclusions thus: As it stands today, 
the friends of the treaty are counting 
upon (the solid vote of the Republicans 
in the Senate with 17 others, as fol- 
lows: 


Turner, Kenney, MoLanren, Hatfield, 


Morgan, Pettus, Kyle, Murphy, Harris, 
Teller, Cannon, Mantle, Stewart, Jones, 
Gorman, Rawlins and Mooaey. 


Adding Turpie this will give 61 votes 


In favor .of the treaty and one or two 
more may he added when a vote is 
reached.

While this is taken by many friends 


of Hawaii as Indicating the exact sit- 
uation, other advocataa of annexation 
cannot reach the result by "the same 
route. As matters atand Tbnrston- and 
Morrill are counted against the treaty. 
Thurston saldt he would stand by his 
declaration made in his utterances in 
Baltimore last night when he indicated 
his unalterable opposition to tbe treaty 
and Senator MocrHl continues his op- 
position, though bis friends say he 
will not go BO far as the Nebraskan 
and vote against his party. 


This would leave, on a basis of the 


remainder of the poll being correct, 
59 votes, which will carry "the treaty 
if Morrill Is silent, but there Id still 
a doubtful list, the proportions of 
which no one can really telL Senator 
Bate is said to have declared that Ills 
mind Is open-and will so continue until 
Senator" Morgan -has «oncludeff his ar- 
gument. Senator TUlman has not said 
that he will vote against the treaty, 
•and friends of annexation have hopes 
of landing Senator Butler on their side. 
With this number from which to draw 
to fill the place of any man named 
who may change his mind, there is 
reason to believe there will be suffi- 
cient votes to carry the treaty when a 
vote Is reached. 


Senator White's proposition to have 


passed Us resolution declaring "hands 
off" 
the Island Republic is not taken 


seriously, aa It is believed there will 
surely be a debate upon <the resolution. 


Senator White said today alter,in- 


troducing his resolution for non-inter- 
vention in Hawaiian affairs by other 
powers., that he would call the resolu- 
tion up tomorrow and ask the Senate 
to pass it without debate. He added 
that it was his opinion that our in- 
tention to defend the Independence of 
the Islands has been made sufficiently 
clear in the past, but that it would do 
no" harm to reaffirm the doctrine by 
Congressional declaration at the pres- 
ent time. The resolution is as follows: 


Resolved, That of right it belongs 


wholly to the people of the Hawaiian 
Islands to establish and maintain their 
own form of government and domestic 
policy; that the United States ought in 
no wise to interfere therewith, and that 
any intervention In the political affairs 
of these Islands by any other govern- 
ment will be regarded as an act un- 
friendly to the United States^ 


The resolution was passed by the 


Senate on May 31, 1894, having been 
reported by Turpie of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. White asked 
that the resolution He on the table.

He was accompanied by 
Mr. Porter and Colonel Bingham, and 
was met by Assistant Secretary Crldv 
ler and Mr. Hatch, the Hawaiian Min- 
ister, who introduced them to President 
Dole, Mrs. Dole, and the other mem- 
bers of the party. 


After a mutual exchange of courtes- 


ies, President McKlnley returned to the 
White House. 


At 4:15 o'clock President Dole re- 


turned the visit of President McKln- 
ley. He drove over to the White Honse 
in a magnificently appointed carriage, 
in company with Minister Hatch and 
Assistant Secretary Cridler. His pri- 
vate secretary, Major laukea, wltlh 
Major Helstand and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Phelps, and Mr. Day, followed 
In another <sarrlage. At the entrance 
to the White House the visitor was 
met by Colonel Bingham, and the par- 
ty was led at once by him to the ele- 
vator, whence they were soon trans- 
ferred to the library, on the second 
floor. There President McKmley was 
in waiting, and gave nls guest a greet- 
ing. After a few words of general con- 
versation the two Presidents retired to 
a couch In one corner of the room, and 
spent about five minutes In consulta- 
tion.

"'We sailed from the port of Hono- 


lulu at about 3 p. m. last Friday bound 
for San Francisco with a fun cargo 
of 'sugar from H. Hackfeld & Co., Ltd. 
The pilot left us at 4 p. m. and the 
•tug boat, an hour later. A heavy sea 
was running from the south and south- 
west and the ship was laboring and 
pitching severely. At 5:30, the wind 
shifted io S. S. W. Tacked ship and 
stood to the S. B. At 8 p. m., the ship 
was jumping heavily in the sea and 
foiling. The trestle trees on the fore- 
mast^were carried away, letting down 


ma8t;like a telescope, carrying 


clings of foreyard end 


the 


yards on* the forecastle. This made it 
Impassible to do anything but keep the 
ship on ihe same course. The ship was 
at this time E. S. E.- from Diamond 
Head, about 8 or 9 miles. At 9 o'clock 
with heavy lurching and pitching of 
ship and the loose spars swinging 
about, carried away the mainstay, 
causing the main mast to break off at 
the deck. To make things worse, this 
fell aft with a crash striking the miz- 
zenmast and breaking it off about 20 
feet from the deck. The mainmast re- 
mained on deck while the mizzenmast 
went over tbe side with a splash. The 
night being dark, it was Impossible to 
•clear away the wreckage until morn- 
Ing. The ship in the meantime was 
drifting along the coast and getting 
closer inshore all the while. We were 
then off Koko Bead and things looked 
very blue lor us, but we kept up oiir 
spirits and looked on the bright side 
of things; 


"At 11 p. m., made a steamer ahead 


about five miles 'away from us and 
evidently making toward Honolulu. 
Showed lights of distress and made 
all signal possible but no notice was 
taken of us. I tell you it was bard 
beating about there on a dark night In 
the midst of a terrible storm, utterly 
lielplesft and at the mercy of the ele- 
ments but when we saw that steamer 
steer, directly away from us and give 
not even a light In answer, it was ten 
times worse. There was hope when her 
light* were seen but when they dis- 
appeared in the distance, the situation 
was darker than ever. 


"Fortunately for us the wind held 


to the S. W. and the ship cleared the 
reef of rocks about three miles. When 
daylight broke upon us, the ship was 
In tbe open sea and clear of all dan- 
ger. 
All hands were employed in cut- 


ting fSray and getting rid of everything 
hanging <U> the ship, as It would have 
been Impossible to save her without 
this sacrifice. 
As It is you can see 


for yourself that the ahip Is chafed in 
many places. 


"All 
day Saturday, the ship was kept 


to the N E. and as fast as possible 
xre got things In order. By Sunday all 
the wreckage was cleared away and 
tbe sails were put In order to use the

Captain Andrews nevertheless turned 
about at the first appearance of the 
signals of distress and did his duty 
like a man. There were hut two or 
three words between the two captains 
but action was prompt. 


Captain Greenleaf says he was in 


such a plight on Friday night when 
he sighted the first steamer that had 
the wind shifted one point he and the 
whole crew would now be numbered 
with the dead for, in such an event, 
tbe rocks at Makapuu Point would 
have claimed them. 


On Saturday morning a chain plate 


parted and struck Captain Greenleaf 
full in the back of the head. It was 
several minutes before the skipper re- 
gained consciousness and he considers 
himself fortunate that he came to at 
all.As the Lehua was towing the Arago 
Into port, Captain King went out on 
the tug boat, to render assistance but 
Captain Andrews told him he could 
manage the ship himself. 


In regard to repairs, nothing what- 


ever will be done to the Arago until 
her owners are heard from. In the 
meantime she will lie in the stream. 
It is believed that the sugar in the 
hold of the. ship has suffered no dam- 
age whatever. No leaks were sprung 
and the decks are perfectly tight 


The Arago has certainly had her 


share of misfortune. It will be re- 
membered that when she came into 
port on January 4th, topgallant mast 
and head of the fore topmast were 
gone. These were lost on the night of 
November 30th, 1897, when a tremen- 
dous sea boarded the ship. She was 
then bound for this port from West- 
port, N. Z.

Strength of the Republic—The Japa- 


nese—Passes an Opinion On the 


Trip df President Dole. 


So tar the only paper in the United 


States to tender its columns to J. O. 
Carter for expression Is the New York 
Tribune. To the Washington corres- 
pondent of the Tribune, Mr Carter 
said: 


"I am not here in the interest of any 


organization, but simply as one in- 
dividual to do what I can to prevent 
annexation. I don't know just bow I 
shall work. The treaty is out of the 
committee and is before thev Senate, 
and I shall hare to get into communi- 
cation with the men who are dealing 
with the question and understand it 
I may be here three weeks or four. 
possibly six, but I hope not, for I 
want to get back to my home. I am 
opposed to annexation, both as an Am- 
erican and as a Hawaiian, because I 
don't think it would be a good thing 
for the United States, and I am sure 
it would not be for Hawaii. The Isl- 
ands are prosperous now and our plan- 
ters are getting great prices for sugar, 
and the coffee and nee-growers are 
thriving. I believe it is entirely pos- 
sible to maintain an independent gov- 
ernment The men who have govern- 
ed Hawaii in the past are able to gov- 
ern it in the future. We have had 
Anglo-Saxon rule practically from the 
beginning—I mean a government do- 
minated by Americans." 


Mr. Carter was asked if he thought 


the BepubHc strong enough to resist 
outside aggression. 


"Yes," he replied, "I believe as long 


as we behave ourselves and do the 
right thing we will not be disturbed 
by outside aggression. 


not In the future? Too see 1 never be- 
lieved In the Japanese scare—that Ha- 
waii was in any danger from Japan. 
There was trouble over the immigra- 
tion, and Japan sent a cruiser with a 
commissioner to look after the, inter-, 
ests of the Japanese. But it was just 
what Great Britain or Germany would 
do under similar circumstances. 


"There are 45,000 Asiatics in Hawaii. 


Whose fault Is it*! Why, the Hawai- 
ians 
The planters will insist upon 


having new immigrants, and under the 
treaty with Japan they can. One thing 
is lost sight of. The Japanese come 
over under contract for three years at 
$12.50 a month to work on plantations. 
When the contract expires they are 
free to remain, if they choose, and to 
work as free people. But naturally, 
theywant morepay andare worthmore 
to the planters than new men. They 
want $15 a month, or perhaps more. 
But the planters do not value a man 
with three years' experience and train- 
ing any more highly than a new hand, 
so they demand more Japanese at $12 - 
50 a month. This ,1s the way the con- 
tract immigration has gone on and 
the Japanese in great numbers are set- 
tled in the Islands. They go Into the 
towns after their contracts expire and 
get higher wages, whereas it would 
really, in the long run, be to the ad- 
vantage of the planters to hire tnem aa 
free laborers at better wages than to 
send off for more new men. 


"On some of the smaller plantations 


the free labor system is applied, and 
It works well with the Japanese "

least It would give the Senate the op- 
portunity of knowing something about 
the President of the Island Republic, 
and that the general Impression was 
tbat It would be favorable to annexa- 
tion.

STATUS OF JAPANESE AFTER 1899 


In Event of Annexation They May 


Become Electors After 


Naturalization. 


WASHINGTON, February 3.—Japan 


has been removed as an element in the 
opposition to the consummation of the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Islands by 
the United States. This result has 
been attained by the conclusion of an 
agreement between our Government 
and that of Japan, as represented by 
Minister Tom Hoshi, which, by prac- 
tically settling ithe status of the Jap- 
anese in Hawaii, removes the only sub- 
stantial difference that has existed be- 
tween the two governments. 


The Japanese Government, for its 


part, announced some time ago that it 
no longer cared to interpose any ob- 
jection to the annexation of Hawaii. 
Since that time the correspondence 
between Mr. Hoshi and the State De- 
partment has been directed to a satis- 
factory settlement of the status of the 
resident Japanese in Hawaii, and this 
last point has now been adjusted, so 
far as the executive branch of our Gov- 
ernment is capable of acting indepen- 
dently, the agreement being reduced 
to the shape of a written memoran- 
dum. 


This document goes into effect in 


July next year, and, among other 
things, it confers upon Japanese with- 
in the te'ritory of the United States 
all of the rights accorded to the citi- 
zens of the most favored nation, which, 
of course, carries with it rights of nat-

CANNOT CLAIM ISLANJ}. 


State Department Swya dlpperton Is 


So Part of Ui b. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.—The 


State Department has rendered an 
opinion that the Oceanic Phosphate 
Company has no valid claim to the 
guano deposits of CHpperton Island: 
that the United States has never had 
any basis for a claim to the island. In 
addition to this th'e Oceanic company 
lias never perfected its own filing upon 
the phosphates. Secretary Sherman 
says in his letter to Senator Perkins, 
announcing the decision, that France 
has claimed the island by reason of 
discovery in 1709 and by the raising of 
her flag over the island in 1858. Go- 
ing further, it is said that statutes 
governing such cases have not been 
complied with in the case,of CHpperton 
Island, and consequently there is no 
standing for the United States and the 
California corporation. 


In explanation of the decision there 


is inclosed a lettr from Assistant Sec- 
retary Adee to the Post Office Depart- 
ment, written in 1895, when there was 
a question of extending tie postal ser- 
vice to Clipperton Island. It set forth 
that in 1892 Frederick W. Permian of 
San Francisco filed an affidavit setting 
forth that on July 4,1892, while on the 
schooner Caleb Curtis, he discovered a 
deposit of guano on an island put down 
on the charts as Clipperton Island. 
Soon after Shatter Howard, as president 
of the Stonlngton Phosphate Company, 
filed three affidavits setting forth Per- 
main's discovery 
and saying that, 


though this was not the first time the 
island had been touched, yet Permain 
was the first man to land In years, and 
undoubtedly found guano. 


In May, 1893, Melvin Chapman, as 


president of the Oceanic Phosphate 
Company, laid claim to -the island un- 
der Permain's discovery and 
ment, bat nothing on file at the depart- 
ment showed the change of interests. 
No further action was taken after this.

SUGGESTIONS OF MR. T.H. 


Seek\tc* Continue Commercial Re- 


lations With U. S^-Value of 


Independence. 


EDITOR P. C. A.V-Within a week 


the Hawaiian Legislature IK expected 
to assemble, and before its prorogation, 
annexation to the United States may 
have transferred to other shoulders the 
responsibility for the government of 
this group of Islands. 


Many persons are apparently confi- 


dent that the negotiations now going! 
on at Washington cannot fail, but there! 
ape others^ who believe that the possi- 
bility of failure is at least sufficient to 
make it tKe duty of prudent men- 
whatever their politics—to consider the 
alternative which may have to be 
adopted if we do not secure annexa- 
tion. 
_ 
v 
It has been suggested by some, that 


in event of an adverse decision on the 
part of, the United States, the sover- 
eignty of the Islands should be at once 
offered to Great Britain or to some oth- 
er European power. It is my firm be- 
lief that no such offer would be accept- 
ed, for no, European, power would be 
likely to risk complications with the 
United States Government for the sake 
of any advantage which the possession 
of these Islands could give them. 


However this may be, our clear duty 


is to ascertain how we can best govern 
ourselves, in the event of finding no 
other power willing to undertake that 
privilege. It Is not desirable, nor in- 
deed possible at present, to discuss the 
details of any scheme, but it seems to 
me very important tlufo the general 
outlines should be thought out without 
delay, by those npon whom the respon- 
sibility of the decision may rest—that 
is, by every intelligent citizen of Ha- 


' wraii. 


The essential conditions of any stable 


scheme appear to me to be:— 


1. That the Washington verdict be 


accepted as decisive, ao that we may 
Join hands and work loyally together 
for the common good. 


2. That We adopt such a basis of na- 


tional existence as shall enable us to 
present to all other nations the assur- 
ance that we value our Independence as 
highly as we value their support. 


3. That we seek to continue the 


special relations with the United States 
which have given Hawaii so many com- 
mercial advantages, in return for the 
commercial and political advantages 
which the United States has enjoyed. 


4^ That we^endeavor to secure from 


the chief powers an assurance of moral 
support in any legislation that may be 
necessary to regulate the influx of 
Asiatic immigration. 


5. That we amend the Constitution 


—by constitutional means—so as to re- 
move from the minds of Hawallans and 
of foreigners all ground for fear that 
the interests or legitimate Influence of 
either will be put in danger. . 


There is no advantage now in revert- 


ing to past history, in order to Impute 
responsibility to one or another for the 
position in which we now find our- 
selves. The Government, as it now 
stands, may or may not have many de- 
fects, bnt it is the universally recogniz- 
ed Government of Hawaii. Our business 
is not now to call in question its origin, 
but to remedy defects, and to strength- 
en its foundations. 


If on the one hand the foreigners re- 


solve—that the interests and the senti- 
ments and the dignity of the Hawal- 
ians shall have full consideration and 
fair play, I believe that on the other 
hand the Hawaiians would accept the 
Republic. In which the interests, Intel- 
ligence and power of the foreigner 
should have full recognition. I have no 
authority to express any opinions ex- 
cept my own, bnt 1 venture to address 
you upon a subject which Is of im- 
menae Importance to every one who IB 
Interested In these Islands.

COMMENTS ON THE 
NEWS 


The latest news regarding annexa- 


tion is' extremely encouraging. The 
new factor In the matter created by 
the movements of Germany in the Eas 
is unquestionably having a most im- 
portant Influence. 
But the situation 


appears to have suddenly created a new 
and cordial relation between the United 
States^and Great Britain'.'' The policy 
of the1 latter country is that of opening 
China to a free trade with the world 
This is just what the United States de- 
sires, and is contrary to the policies of 
France, Russia and Germany. Japan 
cooperates in the free trade policy 
For this reason, the Americans heart- 
ily approve of the action of. Great Brit- 
ain and China, in preventing the Chi- 
nese from being "bottled up." But ii 
forces the Americans to get a footholc 
somewhere, .and here is the -natural 
and obvious foothold. There will be no 
closing up of these incidents. The Am- 
ericans must move sooner or later, it 
is only a .question of time. Postpone- 
ment of- annexation means delay only. 
He who believes otherwise, does not 
understand the deep and abiding force 
of the movement 


We have repeatedly said that the an- 


nexation-movement would not be arrest- 
•ed by trivial, incidents. Senator White 
of California charges in his speech in 
the Senate, that since Japanese immi- 
grants were sent back ^from Hawaii, 
about 2,000 have been admitted under 
contract into the Islands. He denounces 
the attittidje of. our annexationists as 
"hypocriticaj." Every man can settle 
that question for himself. If true, it 
•will not for a moment, change the gen- 
eral policy of the United States, and 
for that reason, much that has been 
said here against the Japanese could 
•veil hare been omitted. 


The most serious news, in one sense, 


is the announcement that the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Jap- 
nn have come to an agreement regard- 
ing the status of the Japanese in Ha- 
waii. It is, that, if annexation takes 
place, all Japanese here,, and elsewhere 
on American .soil, may be naturalized 
in the United States, under "the most 
-favored nation" clause, and become 
voters, :affer the year 189S."\This right 
-•win by no means create at once a large 
Japanese vote in these islands. Five 
years are required for naturalization 
under the Federal laws, with other 
qualifications. Nor, is it clear that any 
large portion of the Japanese popula- 
tion will care to renounce their present 
nationality. The prosperity of those re- 
siding here will have much to do with 
their action. Moreover, the American 
laws regarding immigration wih be- 
come more severe, as time passes. The 
full bearing of this agreement on our 
social condition cannot be thought out 
in a moment. 


KALAKAUA'S CORONATION. 


Today is the anniversary of the Cor- 


onation of King Kalakana. The writer 
IB now the only survivor of the Cabinet, 
•which was in office, at the time the 
King proposed the scheme of a Coro- 
nation, and which it did not approve. 
The King finding a majority of the 
Cabinet opposed to it, went behind It, 
and determined to secure the funds for 
the Coronation, without the assent of 
the Cabinet. 
His attitude caused. 


among other things, its sudden resig- 
nation. 


No doubt the King's successful tour 


around the world influenced him, in 
his purpose to have this superfluous 
ceremony. He was told that the money 
needed for such an exhibition, could 
well be better spent in internal im- 
provements. and especially in making 
the native people more secure against 
the silent foreign invasion. But he dip- 
regarded this advic*. HP was neither 
better or worse than the average KInp. 
He failed as most Kings have failed.

A SUGGESTIVE LETTER. 


Should annexation, either by .ratifica- 


tion or by resolution fail "decisively,* 
it would be the duty of all to "work 
loyally together for the common good,' 
as Mr. Davies suggests In his letter 
which appears in another column. 


Until there is clearly decisive action 


in Washington, we fear that even those 
who are, or .are believed to be, politica 
leaders herei will not take much inter- 
est in future events, any more than 
passengers take much interest in pre- 
parations against sudden shipwreck, so 
long as the vessel that carries them is 
in smooth water. At present there 16 a 
strong belief, not without good reasons 
for it, that annexation will soon take 
place. 


But if it does not take place, during 


the present session of Congress, it by 
no means follows that there will be 
decisive action. The matter may be 
laid over, or "hung up." There can be 
no final action by the American Gov- 
ernment, because a succeeding Qovern- 
ment may reverse the course of its pre- 
decessor. Of course, there .may be 
strong evidence that the United States 
ias done with us, but there can. be 
lardly any "conclusive" evidence of it. 


The policy of keeping Hawaii "with- 


n the sphere of its influence" by the 
United States, has become almost a na- 
.ional habit Even Democratic Sena- 
ors who are opposed to annexation be- 
ieve in it. And it is now an unwritten 
nternational law that "Hawaii is the 
American's pigeon." 
It is, therefore 


highly improbable that failure to an- 
ex during the present session of Con- 
gress, would be decisive, at least so 
eclsive, as to bring about any common 
understanding among men here on that 
point 


A policy that is backed by the Amer- 
can' Executive, and by more than a 
majority in both Houses of Congress, 
will net be abandoned, unless there is 
ome very radical change of events. 
That is possible, but highly improb- 
ble. Indeed, from our point of view,{ 


the great commercial forces of the 
United States, excepting those of San 
francisco, are only beginning to take 
n active interest in the matter. In the 
nd they will force annexation, in the 
nterests, not of strategy, but of trade. 
Our community, facing so many ra- 
tal and political questions, should of 
xrarse, prepare itself for the alterna- 
ive of independence forced upon it by 
the United States. But other commun- 
ties do not make preparation for 
rises, and we will probably follow the 
ule. 
Until this decisive action on annexa- 
on is accepted without reservation by 
he supporters of the Government, it 
eems to us, that there will be BO dis- 
position to think, discuss, or act upon 
he several propositions made by Mr. 
Davies, admitting that they are wise, 
and expedient. 


Mr. Davies' letter Is fair and candid. 


But it suggests many intricate ques- 
ions -which, in the government of dif- 
erent races, have not been easily an«- 
swered. 
We, governed by American 


habit of political thought, would' solve 
them by the aid of British experience. 
We wish Mr. Davies would also accept 
British experience in this matter.

LITTLE STEAMER IN JEOPARDY 


Surf Runs High-Cruise of the Tug 


Eleu — Missed the Kaena On tha 


• First .Trip—Steamer Safe.

The little Inter->Islan.d steamer Ka- 


" ena, which; furnished topic for conver- 
' sation along the water front all day 


yesterdayv is safe and, with the. ex- 
ception of a broken shaft, is perfectly 
eound. All sorts of rumors were afloat 
on Saturday eight and Sunday. At 
about 3:30 o'clock, yesterday, definite 
news regarding her, was received in 
the city and all fears as to her safety 


; were at once set at rest She ia now 


at -anchor in a cove of safety near Ka 
ena Point and the tug boat .will this 
morning toyr her into port 
: 


The flfet news of the plight of the 


Kaena reached Honolulu on the even 
ing train from Waialua, Saturday 
James White, how assisting, in thi 
work of .building the extension-of thi 
railroad at Kaena Point, saw the <Ka 
ena; Saturday afternoon. There was 
no steam on 'her flag was at half 
mast; Her whole appearance was on 
of distress.' Mr. White sent a messen 
ger to Waianae to catch the train, bu 
when he got there, the train had al 
ready gone; He succeeded in getting 
telephonic; communication with. Wai- 
alua and when the train reached tha 
. place, the message was given to some 
one aboard who brought the news to 
Honolulu. Captain .Godfrey was at thi 
Opera House at the time. He. was no- 
tified by Major Jones and was soon on 
his way down to..' the Pacific Mai 
wharf. The tug. made ready for sea 
to go to the. assistance of the Kaena 
A messenger was sent to Captain 
Campbell's house but he was not at 
home. Hearing Che whistle from the 
tug boat, Captain Campbell had hast- 
ened down to see-waat the matter :was. 
When he got there, Captain Godfrey 
-had gone up town again. Captain 
Campbell returned to his house, got 
things necessary and then went back 
to the wharf. In a short time, he was 
making toward Kaena Point on the tug 
.boat. His Information, as well as tha' 
of Captain Hilbus of the tog hoat 
been to the effect that the Kaena was 
off Waianae. Arriving there at abou 
2 a. m. Sunday, the tug blew her whis- 
tle repeatedly in the hope of receiving 
some answer by whistle or by light 
The only lights which appeared were 
from 
the shore. The tug waited 


around until daylight when another 
search was made for-the Kaena. No- 
thing whatever could be seen of her 
Captains Campbell and Hilbus saw that 
the wind and swell were both from the 
westward. It would therefore be im- 
possible for the steamer to make Ka- 
•ena Point against such odds as that, 
as she had no steam. The. conclusion 
was right but the Information which 
had been given them was at fault It 
was concluded that the Kaena musl 
have repaired her damage and set onl 
for Honolulu, so the tug boat returned 
to port, arriving here about 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 


In the oneantine the Kaena was ly- 


ing at anchor in a cove of safety near 
<Kaena Point where it was Impossible 
to see her from where, the tug boat 
.went She sailed away from this port 
early Wednesday afternoon with a 
load of coal for PutrfkL This she land- 
ed .safely and, taking on a full load 
of sugar, set out for Honolulu early 
Saturday morning. When just a little 
to the other side of Kaena Point her 
shaft broke. There was no wind and 
the swell was heavy and dead against 
the little steamer. The sails could 
not be used and in such a dangerous 
position as she was, the chances were 
decidedly against her. Captain Mosh- 
er bad oars rigged and the steamer 
was slowly pulled away from Kaena 
Point and into the cove of safety al- 
ready mentioned. 
Fortunately the 


wind was steady from the westward. 
Had it been from the southward, the 
position of the Kaena would have been 
a dangerous one. The Kaena lay there 
all night and In the morning. Captain 
Member started away from the steamer 
in one of the boats. He made wala- 
nae at about 1:30 o'clock and two hours 
later wag in the city, having come up 
on the train. He reported at once to 
Captain Godfrey and told him ttte 
whole story of the mishap.to the Ka- 
ena. The tug boat was again ordered 
and left for the Kaaoa's anchorage at 
4:30. 
Captain Moaber went along and 


today wttl see the little steamer safe 
In port

Large Part of System Is 


Now Available Again. 


Old Bell Switchboard Brought Into 


Use-Day and Night Labors to 


Furnish a Service. 


Business was at a standstill Sat- 


urday morning and cry, "Central" 
as people would, there was no response 
whatever. The entire switchboard at 
the Telephone Exchange had been de- 
stroyed by fire during the early morn- 
ing. , 


It was hardly 5 o'clock when the 


fire whistle blew and people were 
forced to listen intently to the whistles 
and then refer to the fire cards) for 
no communication with Central could 
be obtained. The flre turned .out to 
be at the Exchange. The lightning 
which played so freely over the city 
during the night, had communicated 
itself to the wires and the switch- 
board was set afire. At first, the two 
operators, l«ong and Mello, thought 
nothing of 4he matter. They had had 
experience with a similar. occurrence 
not'long ago when the fire was put 
out in a very little while and without 
'calling out the fire department. The 
electricity was playing in a rather live- 
ly manner over the board and so Mello 
went out to get ai hack to go after 
Charles Beeves who has charge of mat- 
ters in and about the Exchange. Long 
remained at his post Mello could not 
find a hack and returned to the Ex- 
change to report. Upon arrival, he 
found the room full of smoke. Long 
was unable to stand it any longer and 
went outside.. 'No. 1 Engine Company 


••. was informed at once. Men were sent 


.over to investigate before calling the 


engines but It did not take long to 
decide and soon the entire fire depart- 
ment was on the scene. "By that time 
the whole switch-hoard had been con- 
sumed and the rOoin, was in flames. 
The only thing the /firemen could do 
wasTto stop "the farther progress of the 
fire. This they did effectually", hut the 
water spread itself all over the build- 
ing doing some little damage. 


As soon :as Charles Reeves arrived, 


he and the operators set to work get- 
ting the water out of the place. No- 
thing more could be done as Superin- 
tendent Cassidy was down in Waialna. 
However, at 2 p. m., Mr. Cassidy sud- 
denly appeared on the scene. He was 
making his way to Honolulu and had 
stopped at Kahuku to give his horse a 
rest and get luncheon. One of the 
operators here was waiting for him 
on the line and as soon, as he arrived, 


- he was notified of the whole occur- 
- rente. It did not take him very long j 
to Jump on his horse and get to town. 
As soon as he arrived, operations were 
begun,'but these were again delayed 
a little by the work of the surveyors 
who must needs inspect -the building 
before any work could be done. These 
were Messrs. Wllhelm and Harrison 
who made the survey on the building 
and Captain Pratt and Mr. Theo. Hoff- 
man who acted as electrical experts. 


Up to midnight Saturday, the oper- 


ators were busy rigging up the parts 
for the new switch-board, and all day 
yesterday, a large force of carpenters 
and linemen, as well as all the old 
operators, were hard at work. The 
room on the second floor looking out 
upon Alakea street is being fitted up 
temporarily. Here will be placed the 
old Bell Telephone Company switch- 
board. To this will be added all the 
Mutual Telephone Company improve- 
ments and Joined to it will be an ex- 
tension. 
By Saturday, at the latest, 


everything will be In good working 
order again. 
Superintendent Cassidy was seen 


yesterday morning and spoke as fol- 
lows in regard to the matter: 


"The telephone system is paralyzed, 


but it will not be so for long. Today, 
all the principal business houses, the 
various Government offices, the coun- 
try stations and the newspapers will 
be able to communicate. The private 
residences and places of less import- 
ance than those juat mentioned will 
have to wait till the end of the week. 


"The 
very latest Improvements will 


be adopted and I venture to say that 
Honolulu will have a telephone system 
that will equal anything in the world. 
To hurry our operations we want men 
and daylight. 
I<t Is very bard to work 


at night time, although it will be better 
now, as Mr. Hoffman has Just put in 
a dozen electric lights. 


"As to the operators who were In 


charge at the time, of the fire. I can 
attach no blame to them. It seems to 
me that they did all in their power. 
The storm was very Intense and it 
would have been a matter of Impossi- 
bility to make connections.

The rising of the 
curtain disclosed the very picturesque 
scene of a half circle of young Hawai- 
ians of the present day standing 
around an old native and his wife, 
representatives of an age that has long 
since gone by. The old people _were 
seated back of two ipus, the old'time 
native instruments upon which the 
Hawaiians were wont to keep time. 
They gave a Jlttle of the olioli or 
chanting when the glee club broke in 
with Hawaiian songs, starting with 
the imitation of different noises and 
ending with the songs of today. 


The climax of this number was a- 


pleasant surprise. While the. boys 
were singing, a tall, fine looking na- 
tive impersonating the great Kameha- 
meha. and dressed'in habiliments like 
those worn by that chief, appeared 
from -the back and. taking his place on 
a pedestal, struck the attitude that is 
seen in the statute- of Kamehameha 
on the grounds of the Government 
building. Strong lights were suddenly 
th'rown on him and the boys began 
singing a solemn song ending .with the 
words "Ua mat) no ka aina S ka pono." 
Thpre was a great cheer from the na- 
tives in the audience some of whom 
stood up-and shouted, so great was the 
feeling aroused In them.

Some of 'the men aboard the United 


States Navy ships and a good many 
people; up town complain that the en- 
listed men get much less time in the 
city than they did when the Philadel- 
phia was in port, for instance. The 
cause of this Is very apparent. "Shore 
leave," under new orders, is a scarce 
article now. On Saturdays or Sundays 
men (one-third of the crew) may couie 
off from the ships at 1 p. m. and re- 
main till 7 the next morning. Any 
other day they may leave ship only at 


the evening and must be back 


aboard again before 11 at night These 
days a good many of the men are send- 
ing to the Coast for articles they form- 
erly purchased here. If they come 
ashore at 6:30, most of the stores are 
closed. Saturday afternoon is not a 
good time for shopping. It is brought 
out in investigating this matter that 
.not a few of the men—scores of. whom 
are from the Pacific coast—-will not 
patronize stores of Chinese. They 
want to do business with local white 
dealers and falling in the opportunity 
for this, order from the Coast The 
saloons lose a good deal by the new 
"shore leave" rules. So do the bicycle 
and horse liveries. Probably, however, 
the blow falls heaviest on retail deal- 
ers, for the 
purchasers.
